They occupied 
seats of honor on the official State 
reviewing stand. All along the route 
stores and residences were gaily dec- 
orated. 

The President stood in his car dur- 
ing the entire parade, acknowledg- | 
ing the continuous demonstrations. | 
He appeared much pleased with his| 
reception. When he reached the ho-| 
tel he went directly to his room for, 
a brief rest before luncheon. | 

President Wilson came from his | 
room later to greet a delegation from | 
the Massachusetts Woman’s Suffrage 
Association, *headed by Mrs. Charles 
Sumner Bird. -Mrs. Bird presented 


a large bouquet of American beauty |, 


roses to the President in recognition. 
she said, of his work and “efforts 
toward liberty, democracy and self- 
government for all the peoples of the 
world and his interest in our cause.”’ 

Mrs. Bird told the President that, 
she brought the greetings of all the 
members of the Massachusetts oo nad 
an Suffrage Association; to which 
the President replied: ‘‘Give them 
my warmest regards and sympathy.” 

The President and Mrs. Wilson had 
luncheon with a few of the members 
of their immediate-party. One of the 
courses included Boston baked beans. 

The President was brought ashore 
from the transport George Washing- 


ton on.the Ossipee, a former coast | 
guard cutter, now in naval service. | 
She displayed the flag of Rear Ad-| 
miral Spencer S. Wood, head of this 
naval district, who was aboard and 
she carried also the official grect- 
ing party, including Mayor Peters 
and Major-General Clarence R.

Boats 
and factories let loose their whistles 
when the Ossippee went alongside 
the steamship and the din could be 
heard for miles.

Submarine Chasers on Guard. 

When the Ossipee neared the 
Commonwealth Pier many of the lit- 
tle fleet of boats which had escorted 
her up the harbor dropped astern, 
but the submarine chasers which 
acted as a guard were still on duty 
as she tied up to the side of the 
great pier. They had orders. to 
stand by until the presidential party 
had disembarked. 

A roar of cheers greeted the Pres- 
ident as soon as the crowd on the 
pier could’ make out the group in 
which he stood on board the naval 
cutter. He flourished his hat in ac- 
knowledgement and as the noise in- 
creased in volume bowed and smiled 
repeatedly. 

The weather was rough as the wel- 
coming fleet made its Way down the 
harbors.and several of the excursion 
steamers seemed in imminent danger 
of overturning as the crowds rushed 
to the sides for @ view of the Presi- 
dent. 

When the Ossipee came alongside 
the George Washington, President 
Wilson turned and shook hands with 
Capt. MeCauley of the transport and 
waved farewell to the troops and 
others remaining aboard. When he 
stepped aboard the Ossipee, the 
George Washington fired the presi- 
dential salute of 21 guns and imme- 
diately the other boats took it up 
and for several minutes there was a 
deafening roar. Besides Mayor Pe- 
ters, Gov. Coolidge and Ray T. Bak- 
er, Director of the Mint, were on the 
Ossipee and joined in the official 
welcome..

Presidential Ship Loses Way in Fog 
and Nearly Grounds. 

The steamer George Washington, 
on which the President and his party 
made the voyage from Brest, dropped 
anchor off Quarantine shortly after 
darx last night. The most exciting 
moments of the trip came on Sunday 
afternoon when it was suddenly dis- 
covered that the steamer, running 
through a dense fog was headed di- 
rectly for Thatcher's Island off Cape 
Ann. It was the: destroyer Hurding, 
running ahead as a uard ship, 
which discovered the danger and 
gave a warning signal. Engines were 
reversed and the ship was stopped, 
1000 yards from shore in deep water. 

A short distance off Boston Har- 
bor the George Washington was met 
by an escort of eight 
chasers sent from the Navy Yard 
here. The ship proceeded to Quar- 
antine and the presidential party re- 
mained on board overnight. It had 
been arranged that they 
should be brought up to Common- 
wealth Pier this forenoon on the 
coast guard cutter Ossipee, and that 
the George Washington should then 
leave for New York to land the 2000 
soldiers who returned with the 
President. 

The storm, which had hung over 
the coast for two days, passed off 
ty sea last night and th. day opened 
clear. A shifting of the wind to the 
west had taken the chill out of the 
air, and the streets were dry. 

- The meeting at Mechanics Hal! 
was set for 2:30 o'clock in the after- 
noon. All the baggage of the presi- 
dential party of 45 persons was 
brought ashore and transferred to a

special train, which was made ready 
to start for Washington with the 
President and his assistants at 4:30 
p. m. 

President Wilson had a much 
rougher trip coming home than he 
did going over. Some of the days the 
party was confined to cabins, but the 
President himself proved an excel- 
lent sailor and surrendered only 
once. when the waves and spray 
were dashing over the, bridge and he 
got a wetting while watching the de- 
stroyer escort bury itself plunging 
about in the heavy seas, 

There was an epidemic of grip and 
Spanish influenza on the ship, many 
of tne attaches of the party being 
confined to their staterooms or the 
ship’s hospital for the entire voyage.

Scientists and Mayors Say Food 
Prices Have Increased 1000 
to 3000 Per Cent.

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FRIENDS OF IRISH FREEDOM 
~ AT MEETING IN PHILADELPHIA, 


PLEDGE MILLION TO CAUSE 


Declaration of Principles Is Adopted Declaring 


Against Infringement Upon Monroe Doc- 
trine by Any League of Nations. 


the A jated Press. 
BY CHILADELPHIA, Feb. 24.—A 


resolution presented by Cardinal 
Gibbons, urging the peace congress 
to apply to Ireland the doctrine of 
national self-determination, and a 
declaration of principles demanding 
that, if any league of nations be cre- 
ated, all features which may infringe 
on the traditional American policy, 
inoluding the Monroe Doctrine, shall 
be eliminated, were adopted unani- 
mously yesterday at the closing ses- 
sion of the convention of the Irish 
race in America. 

Last night a resolution was adopt- 
ed naming a committee of 25, head- 
ed by former Justice John W. Goff 
of New York, to present the conven- 
tion resolutions to President Wilson, 
“with further authority to proceed 
in the name of Americans of Irish 
birth or ancestry to lay before the 
peace conference, in co-operation 
with the representatives of the Irish 
nation already appointed, the right 
of Ireland to determine for herself 
the form of government under which 
her people shall live. 

The declaration says a state of war 
exists between England and Ireland, 
“which, in the interests of the peace 
of the world, the peace conference 
cannot ignore.” 

$1,000,000 Pledged to Cause. 

In support of the movement to 
bring freedom /to Ireland, the con- 
vention pledged to raise within six 
months $1,000,000, but before Jus- 
tice Daniel F. Cohalan of the New 
York Supreme Court, chairman of 
the convention, completed the call- 
ing of a list of states and cities, more 
than $1,250,000 had been pledged to 
the cause. 

Delegates from many states, repre- 
senting a large number of Irish or- 
ganizations, crowded the Academy 
of Music, when Cardinal Gibbons 
arose at the afternoon session and in 
a few words presented the resolution 
calling for the right of Ireland to se- 
lect its form of givernment. Ap- 
plause swept the crowd as the Car- 
dinal slowly read the paper. The 
enthusiasm aroused by the prelate 
continued as numerous speakers sec- 
onded the resolutions. 

Among those who spoke in. sup- 
port of Ireland's freedom were the 
Rev. Norman Thomas, a Presby- 
terflan Archbishop; the Rev. Mr. 
Messmer, Milwaukee; Rabbi Joseph 
Krauskopf, Philadelphia; G. Miter, 
Protestant Episcopal clergyman of 
Norfolk, Va.; Mrs. Mary McWhor- 
ter, Chicago, head of the ladies’ aux- 
lliary of the Ancient Order of Hi- 
bernians; Henry Goddard Leach, 
New York; Thomas J. Mathews, 
Providence, R. I., national secretary 
of the A. O. H., and Frank P. Walsn 
of Kansas City. 

The convention rose to its feet and 
cheered several minutes when Rabbi 
Krauskopf said that President WiI- 
son's declaration that small nations 
shall have the right of self-govern- 
ment “will not die down, and not 
even President Wilson himself can 
recall it.” 

Declaration of Principles. 

With the adoption of Cardinal Gib- 
bons’ resolution, Michael J. Ryan, 
Philadelphia, read the declaration of 
principles, which he said had been 
drawn up by a committee represent- 
ing @véry section of the United 
States. 

The declaration, in part, follows: 

“As American citizens we up- 
hold the honor and interests of the 

United States as our race has 
, done during all the years that 
have elapsed from the founding of 
_ the republic to the present day. 

_ We are proud of the splendid rec- 
ord our pé@ople have made in the 
fighting forces of the republic in the 
war which has just closed and are 
ready to perform any duty and 
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Plenty of exercise, fresh air, 
regular hours—is all the pre- 
scription you need to avoid 
Influenza—unless through 
neglect or otherwise, a cold 
gets you. Then take—at 
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make any sacrifices our Govern- 
ment may, in the future, demand. 

“We heartily approve the prin- 
ciples of justice, liberty and peace 
for all mankind proclaimed by 
President Wilson in his deciara- 
tions of America’s objects in the 
war. These had the approval of 
the entire American people and 
were the chief causes of their en- 
thusiastic support of the war. They 
were indorsed by the spokesmen 
of the British Government while 
hostilities were pending and the 
whole world was lied to believe 
that the achievements proclaimed 
by the President was the sole ob- 
ject of the war. 

Wilson’s Declaration. 

“Among those declarations the 
one that ‘all peoples are entitled 
to self-determination’ received 
universal support and became the 
war cry of the peoples who were 
fighting Germany. Our Government 
and those of the countries associ- 
ated with us in the war are there- 
fore bound in honor to apply the 
principle of self-determination to 
Ireland, as well as to the other 
submerged nations which have 
been granted their freedom as a 
result of the war. If it is not ap- 
plied to Ireland the United States 
will be placed in a most unfavor- 
able light before the civilized 
world and President Wilson's sol- 
emn declarations will be made a 
mockery.” 

After stating that Ireland 3 
clearly entitled to self-determina- 
tion and that she has asserted that 
right for 750 years, the declaration 
continues: 

“Aside from Ireland’s  inalien- 
able right to govern herself in her 
own way, without interference by 
any people outside her own shores, 
the attempt of England to rule her 
against the consent of her people 
is the most conspicuous failure in 
all history. It has failed in every 
essential thing for which govern- 
ments exist—the promotion of the 
welfare of the governed, the pro- 
tection of their natural rights and 
interests, the development of their 
resources and their contribution to 
the sum of human happiness and 
the world’s prosperity. 

Misgovernment Alleged. 

“Even if conquest be acknowl- 
edged as giving one people the 
right to rule another, England has 
forfeited that right by centuriés 
of continuous misgovernment and 
injustice, which are practiced by 
the English Government today as 
relentlessly as at any time in the 
past and in utter disregard of the 
opinions, wishes and protests of 
the Irish people. 

“The condition of Ireland, which 
is the direct result of the delib- 
ate action of the English Govern- 
ment, is an international scandal 
and a constant menace to the 
world’s peace. Three times dur- 
ing the past 300 years her soil has 
been invaded by foreign armies to 
aid her people to overthrow En- 
glish rule. So long as England 
holds Ireland by military force 
and denies her right to govern her- 
self, the Irish people will eontinue 
to assert their rights by every 
means in their power. 

“In 1916, they rose in rebellion, 
and on Jan. 21, 1919, their elect- 
ed representatives, supported by 
overwhelming majority of the peo- 
ple, met in the national capital, 
issued a declaration of indepen- 
dence and proclaimed an Irish Re- 
public. This action was followed 
by an appeal for recognition to the 
free peoples of the world. They 
elected three délegates to plead 
their cause at the péace confer- 
ence, two of whom, with 39 other 
elected representatives of the peo- 
ple, are held in English prisons, 
without trial, and with no charge 
formulated against them. 


State of War Exists. 

“A state of war therefore exists 
between England which, in the in- 
terests of the peace of the world 
the peace conference cannot ig- 
nore; and President Wilson's great 
task of establishing permanent 
peace will not be completed until 
the Irish question is settled on 
the principle of self-determination, 
to which he has unequivocally 
committed himself and the United 
States. 

“We, therefore, in the name of 
the many millions of Ameérican 
citizens of Irish birth or lineage, 
who have contributed their full 
share to the winning of the war 
and with the approval and sym- 
pathy of the overwhelming ma- 


| jority of the American people, now 


demand that President Wilson 
place before the peace conference 
and support with all his powerful 
influence Ireland's right of self- 
determination and secure for the 
elected delegates from her con- 
stituent assembly to the peace 
conference the same status and 
recognition which have been ac- 
corded to those of other small na- 
tions. 

“We remind our fellow Ameri- 
eans of the farewell address to the 
American people of George Wash- 
ington, and particularly that per- 
tion thereof embodying his advice 
to avoid all enianglinge alliances 
with European Powers. These 
words are as true today as when 
he firet tittered them. * * ®* 
We demand, therefore, tf any 
league Of 1ations be made, that 
all features of it which may in- 
fringe on the traditional Ameri- 
can policy, tneluding the Monroe 
Doctrine, shall be eliminated. and 
that in any such league the right 
of self-determination of all peo» 
ples and the American 4octrine 
of freedom of the seas, ge often 
and earnestly advocated by Presi-

looked, forgotten or abridged.” 
Cardinal Gibbons’ Resolution. 

The Very Rev. Peter EB. Magen- 
nis, New York, was elected presi- 
dent of the Friends of Irish Free- 
dom, under whose auspices the con- 
yention was held. Michael B. Mc- 
Greal, New Haven, Conn., was elect- 
ed treasurer, and Diarmuid Lynch, 
New York, secretary. Seventeen vice 
presidents were named. 

Cardinal Gibbons offered his reso- 
lution calling on President Wilson 
and Congress to urge the peace con- 
ference to grant Ireland the right to 
national self-determination without, 
a formal speech, asserting that his) 
“advanced years and consequent in- | 
firmities’’ rendered him incapable of 
making such an effort. “I hold in 
my hands,” said the Cardinal, ‘a 
resolution on behalf of Ireland which | 
should appeal to every lover of lib- 
erty and justice. 

“My friends, there is liberty in> 
the air. The nations of the earth) 
are clamoring for liberty, and why! 
should not freedom-loving Ireland | 
join in the general cry? Yes, Ire- 
land wants freedom to breathe the 
air of heaven. She wants freedom 
to stretch her brawny and sinewy 
arms. She wants freedom to develop | 
her resources. She wants freedom | 
to develop the riches of her soul. She 
wants freedom to carve out her own 
destiny. And we are here today to 
plead the cause of Ireland’s sons and 
daughters that they may stand efect, 
redeemed, regenerated and disen- 
thralled on their own sacred soil.”’ 


Text of Resolution. 


The text of his resolution follows: 

“We, the delegates to the con- 
vention of the Irish race in Amer- 
ica assembled in Philadelphia, the 
city in which the immortal dec- 
laration of American liberty was 
given to the world, and speaking 
for many millions of American 
citizens, call upon the President 
and Congress of these United 
States of America to urge the 
peace conference now in session at 
Paris to apply to Ireland the great 
doctrine of national self-determi- 
nation and to recognize the right 
of the people of Ireland to select 
for themselves without interfer- 
ence from any other people the 
form of government under which 
in future they shall live. 

“We urge this claim in the first 
place in the name of justice, rec- 
ognizing and insisting on the truth 
set forth by the founders of our 
republic that all governments de- 
rive their just powers from the 
consent of the governed. 

“We urge this claim in_ the 
name of America, insisting, as we 
have just shown in the case of 
France, that we are not an. tn- 
grateful people and recalling that 
no other people have contributed 
more than those of Irish blood to 
the creation, the upbuilding, the 
development and the preservation 


and defense of our great coln- 
tr. 

Self-Determination Demanded. 

“We urge this élaim in the 
name of Ireland because of the 
unparalleled struggle for now 
seven and a half centuries that 
Ireland has carried on for nation- 
al existence and liberty, because 
all efforts to break down and de- 
stroy that existence have failed 
and because of the extraordinary 
majority by which less than 
months ago the people of Ireland

“We urge this claim in the name 
of humanity because we believe 
that war cannot be ended, and 4a 
just and permanent peace cannot 
be brought about unless the doc- 
trine of self-determination be ap- 
plied to Ireland and the people of 
that country be permitted to de- 
cide for themselves the form of 
government under which they 
shall live. 

“We point out that England has 
tried in every way to coerce or to 
perstiade or to cajole the people 
of Ireland to give up their devo- 
tion to their national aspirations 
and tried them all in vain. Lloyd 
George within the last few months 
has been compelled to assert that 
Ireland is at present as much op- 
posed to British rule as Gn the 
days of Cromwell. 

The American Colonies. 


“The industries of Ireland have 


been destroyed; her trade and com- 


merce wiped out; her popuwiation 
cut in two; her leaders deported 
and held in English jails without 
indictment or trial; and yet within 
the last two months the people 
with an unanimity never before 
attained have again declared their 
utter dissatisfaction with English 
rule and their determination to be 
free. England refuses to listen 
to the voice of Ireland but we 
point out that England likewise re- 
fused to listen to the voice of the 
American colonies. England was 
compelled less than a century and 
a half ago to recognize the inde- 
pendence of the colonies and with- 
in the last year the efforts of our 
country saved England and her al- 
lies from total defeat at the hands 
of the Central] Powers. The land 
to which Bn tand was thus com- 
pelled to do justice has just saved 
England in her hour of need, 
“Let England now realize that 


justice to Ireland, which she has 


s0 long denied, with grievous loss 
to Ireland but also with great loss 
to herself, will now remove from 
her path the bitterest hostility

“Finally, we urge this claim 
that peace and order may be 
brought out of the chaos with 
which the whole world now seems 
to be threatened. In this great 
hour when governments are be- 
ing reformed and when peoples 
long oppressed by tyranny are 
emerging again into the sunlight 
of liberty; let there be sincerity 
and unselfishness upon the part of 
those who are controlling the 
peace conference to the end that 
the mistakes of Congress of Vien- 
na may be avoided and a peace 
made that will be lasting and per- 
manent because it will be just and 
right. 

“Upon the shoulders of our Pres-

Monroe Doctrine. 

The Figaro, discussing the confer- 
ence, affirms that the draft of the 
covenant reveals a compromise be- 
tween a supernational state and the 
system of alliances and that the com- 
pact obliges all to intervene “with 
their entire economic, military and 
naval strength against any and ev- 
ery aggressor state.”’ 

Here we have the United States 
invoived closely and almost on the 
same terms as England in all great 
Buropean questions. This marks a 
considerable change in their political 
orientation, the consequences of 
which are incalculable and the isola- 
tion of their Monroe doctrine which 
runs the risk of soon dwindling 
into a memory of the past. 
The Journal states that France’s 
viewpoint is a determination to ob- 
tain satisfactory guarantees which 
have not yet been offered against 
a repetition of attack. If the league 
cannot provide these the peace treaty 
must. 

‘The less secure from one side the 
more we must exact and obtain from 
the other side. The essential is to 
disarm Germany forever. In this 
matter we cannot content ourselves 
with vague formulas. We require 
the most complete, the most precise 
safeguards, and, as we French are 
the principal parties interested in this 
matter, it is for us to devise and pro- 
pose and, if need be, impose the so- 
lution.”

The idea occurred to the American

missions of experts to repair the con- 
tentious districts and listen to the ar- 
gsumems of both sides and ascertain 
their rights or wrongs of dispute be- 
tore delivering their judgment which 
shall be final. 


The advantages of this method are 
that the delegates who return home 
ean assure the population their ter- 
ritory will not be diminished under 
any circumstances and it may be 
Augmented that the league of nations 
took the responsibility on its own 
shoulders. The main disadvantage 
of this proposal is it creates in va- 
rious countries a provisional condi- 
tion of affairs in the centers of local 
troubles which may spread. 


Formidable Dangers. 


On the other hand, unless labors 
conferences are speeded up, still 
more formidable dangers may con- 
front Europe in the near future. 
American and British delegates had 
announced to Premisr Clemenceau 
their intention of having this pro- 
posal tabled and discussed at 10 
c’clock Wednesday morning, but the 
French Premier, who happily may 
resume work Monday, was wounded 
by a criminal hand one hour before 
the meeting. The matter will be 
tackled probably Monday when the 
British Premier returns. 


The innovation may be unsatis- 
factory, but, without some drastic 
stimulus, the delegates might wran- 
gle on 12 months longer without 
reaching a decision. The world can- 
not afford to live in suspense in- 
definitely. From the daily lists pub- 
lished, I notice Mr. House never at- 
tends the boundary discussions, 
whence I conclude he also discerns 
their futility. The peace prelimi- 
naries are pressing for settlement, 
and must also be expedited at the 
risk of devising not the best but the 
second best, which, however, is pref- 
erable to further delay. 

A problem, apparently difficult, 


put solvable with common sense, is 
how to safeguard France against 
German aggression and Europe 
against a recrudescence of the mill- 
tary spirit. Among measures de- 
cided upon are prohibition of con- 
scription, readjustment of the size of 
the German army to internal needs 
and defense against Bolshevism, re- 
striction of the manufacture of mu- 
nitions, dismantlement of fortresses 
in the frontier districts, allied mili- 
tary occupation of certain German 
bridgeheads until the enemy fulfills 
these undertakings, engagement by 
America and Great Britain to inter- 
vene immediately if Germany assall 
France, imposition of financial con- | 
ditions rendering war raging practi- | 
cally impossible and the German peo- | 
ple’s gradual desire to join the 
league of nations. Whether thege 
guarantees will satisfy the French 
ftovernment is problematical. 
Problem of Reparations. 

Incomparably more difficult is the 
settlement of the problem of repara- 
tions not in itself but because of the 
atmosphere artificially created 
among continental peoples who ex- 
pect the impossible. For example, 
Minister M. Tardieu told the dllied 
correspondents the Germans may 
have to pay not only reparation for 
damages and the cost of war, but 
also the increase in tax demands on 
the peoples of the allied countries 
which equal the war damages. 

This talk is superlatively unwise, 
and may ultimately prove more con- 
ducive to Germany's interests than to 
the allies. I am still apprehensive 
the Teutons may proclaim them-| 
selves bankrupt and allow the allies | 
to enter and administer the country 
if financial and economic demands 
prove really exorbitant. Caution in 
the allied interests is indispensable. 
Germans deserve no pity, but France 
and Belgium do, and it would be de- 
plorable if Germany repudiated her 
debts and shifted the responsibility 
for administration upon the allies. 
All Germany can pay is the value of 


her surplus production, and that pre- 
supposes industrial activity. It is| 
possible to destroy Germany’s pro- 
ductivity, but the cost of the allies 
would be a loss of the greater part 
of the indemnity and a struggle with 
Bolshevism.

British sg American Naval Experts 
in Paris Contend for Sinking 
Them in Deep Water. 

By the Associated Press. 

‘PARIS, Feb. 24.—While the Su- 
preme War Council has not dis- 
cussed the disposition of surrendered 
German warships, the naval experts 
of the council huve studied the sub- 
ject, British and American officers 
agreeing that the proper solution of 
the question will be to sink them in 
deep water. French and Italian of- 
ficers do not take this view and if the 
experts do not soon reach an agree- 
ment the matter may be taken up 
directly by the Supreme War Coun- 
cil. 

The British navy captured the 
greater number of German vessels 
taken during the war, and the Brit- 
ish delegates feel they have a great- 
er interest in the determination of 
the question, and they have the 
weight of the opinion of A .nerican 
experts with them. There are 74 Ger- 
man warships aggregating half a 
million tons or an estimated t:dding 
cost of $200,000,000 at Scapa Flow. 
These naval vessels cannot be used 
profitably in commerce as they are 
too heavily engined and have no car- 
go space. It has also been demon- 
strated by American wreckers that 
naval vessels cannot be broken up 
at a profit.

SUBSCRIBER.—The Daughters of 
the American Revolution was or- 
ganized in 1890. Any woman may 
be eligible for membership who is 
of the age of 18 years, and who is 
descended from an ancestor who; 
“with unfailing loyalty, rendered 
material aid to the cause of inde- 
pendence as a recognized patriot, as 
soldier or sailor, or as a civil offi- 
cer in one of the several colonies 
or states, or of the united colonies 
or states,” provided that the appli- 
cant shall be acceptable to the so- 
ciety. Every application for mem- 
bership must be indorsed by at least 
one member of the national society, 
and is then submitted to the regis- 
trars-general, who report on the 
question of eligibility to the board 
of management, and upon its ap- 
proval the applicant is enrolled asa 
member. The Daughters of the Revo- 
lution was organized in 1891. Elig- 
ibility to membership is restricted 
to “women who are lineal descend- 
ants of an ancestor who was a mili- 
tary or naval or marine officer, sol- 
dier, sailor or marine in actual serv- 
ice under the authority of any of 
the 18 colonies or states, or of the 
continental congress, and remained 
always loyal to such authority, or 
descendants of one who signed the 
Declaration of Independence, or of 
one who as a member of the conti- 
nental congress or of the congress 
of any of the colonies or states, or 
as an official appointed by or under 
the authority of any such represen- 
tative bodies, actually assisted in 
the establishment of American in- 
dependence by service rendered dur- 
ing the war of the revolution, be- 
coming thereby liable to conviction 
of treason against the Government 
of Great Britain, but remaining al- 
ways loyal to the authority of the 
colonies or states.’

When Ireland Will Cease Fighting. 
fo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I was much interested in reading your 
recent editorial entitled “Irish Republic.” 
Also in the views of 8. J. Jones as eéx- 
pressed in the issue of Feb. 2. Mr. Jones 
believes the Post-Dispatch and its read- 
ers are not thoroughly acquainted with 
British-Irish internal affairs. We are a 
studious aggregation and beg to be en- 


l'ghtened. We believe in reciprocity and 
will endeavor to do our bit. 

About 600 years ago Ireland was _ in- 
vaded by English forces. About four 
years ago Belgium was invaded by Ger- 
man forces. Ireland had been a cultured, 
prosperous nation and resisted English 
encroachments with all the valor char- 
acteristic of that brave, liberty-loving 
people. They were thrown entirely upon 
their own resources, but would have won 
were it not for the irreconcilables of Ul- 
ster. Those unfortunates who have solé 
their birthright for a mess of pottage are 
the tools used today by England to com- 
pel Irish submission. 

The English entered Ireland for the 
purpose of extorting revenue from a na- 
tion which was and of right ought to be 
independent and free to govern its own 
affairs. The Germans entered Belgium 
bent on practically the same hellish pur- 
pose, and but for the timely aid of the 
allies would have succeeded. These twin 
utrocities are the most infernal in the 
pages of military history. Let us hops 
they will continue to be till the end of 
time, 

There might be some reason in the ar- 
gument advanced by England when 
she attempted to force the American 
colonists to submit to her dominations 
and continue to fatten her coffers. She 
established those colonies in a wilder- 
ness and sent some relief when they were 
in need, but after they had waxed strong 
and became capable of self-government 
they took up arms against the mother 
country. They were successful, estab- 
lished this grand republic which we call 
ours, but had it not been for the timely 
aid of Lafayette their leaders would prob- 
ably have met the fate of Emmet, Lar- 
kin, O’Brien, Casement and others who 
led the fight for Irish liberty and got 
Patrick Henry’s second choice. 

When Ireland shall have succeeded in 
establishing a government of the Irish 
for the Irish and by the Irish, then and 
not till then will she cease to fight En- 
gland.

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GRAND JURY INQUIRY DEMANDED. 

The best means of investigating many circumstances 
connected with the recall petitions will be through a 
grand jury inquiry.

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TIMES FOR CONSTITUTION MAKING. 


Revision of the Constitution is approached by some at 
Jefferson City in the same old spirit of narrowness, pre- 
judice and partisanship. 

One of the latest things urged is that an unsettled 

time succeeding a war is not a favorable time for re- 
vision. Pretended fears are expressed that fanatical 
features would be included, in view of existing condi- 
tions in the industrial and financial world. 
Would reactionism be able to force into the Constitu- 
tion some of the fanatical features of which it is the ex- 
ponent and advocate? We know that it would not. Confi- 
dence in the principles of sane democracy has been 
greatly strengthened by the late tremendous object les- 
sons on the world stage. Unintelligent reactionism has 
come to a poor time for exploiting its fads. 

Ig there a danger that ultra radicalism would incorpo- 
rate “fanatical features” in the Constitution? If so, 
what are the particular “fanatical features” which would 
cause Constitution-making at this time to be a source of 
future regret? 

No such danger exists. Unsound, experimental devices 
looking to a Bolsheviki-like relaxation of wise restraints 
could have no more unfavorable time for approval by 
a representative revision convention than now. And if 
by any chance a convention should approve them they 
would be certain of rejection by the people. 

But the fact is that public thought, under the sugges- 
tion and instruction of the past few years, could hardly 
be better prepared to proceed to the task of Constitution- 
making. A Constitution framed now would be a progres- 
sive Constitution, one which, affording proper protec- 
tion against the forces of disintegration and disorder, 
would give Missouri the benefit of many progressive de- 
vices and features which have stood the test of time in 
other states. 

Because it would inevitably be a progressive instru- 
ment is probably why any move looking to a new Con- 
stitution is fanatically opposed.

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SECRECY IN CHECKING RECALL PETITIONS. 


By a vote of three to one the Election Commission de- 
clined to make public a list of 100 names which had 
been rejected as insufficient on recall petitions. 

What better way is there of determining, not only | 
the qualifications of signers but the fairness of the com- | 
mission in pronouncing on those qualifications, than by 
giving publicity to such names? Signers whose names 
are not counted have a right to know that their signa- 
tures are called in question and the reason therefor. 
Is publicity refused to keep them in ignorance of what 
has been done until it is too late to correct inexcusable 
blunders by the board? What is the motive for se- 
crecy? What has the board to conceal? 

Unqualified persons often sign direct legislation peti- 
tions in an honest belief that they have a right to do so. 
Haste and other circumstances swell the number of in- 


sufficient signatures. Eight per cent of the names on 
the referendum petitions last summer are said to have 
been rejected. But 44 per cent of the names on some 
of the recall petitions are being rejected. Such results 
should not be permitted to stand without strict public 
acrutiny. 

Certain members of the Election Commission have 
shown a bias and hostility suggesting that the Mayor is 
not the only official against whom removal proceedings 


should be directed. If some of the recall names are to 
be regarded with justifiable suspicion, the course of 
these Commissioners is to be regarded with even more 
suspicion.

THE RIGHTS OF CHILDREN. 


From the New York Commercial. 
ORALISTS and philosophers of the 
Bast declare that the greatest blot 

on Christian civilization is its treatment 
of illegitimate children. In the eyes of 
Mohammedans and the various religious 
bodies of the Far East Christians are 
barbarians because they visit the sins of 
the father upon his children with whose 
mother or mothers he did not go through 
the form of marriage. Most of these 
critics of Western civilization believe in 
polygamy, and Christian monogamists 
declare that the brand of illegitimacy 
cannot be removed from the brow of the 
child who did not ask to be born without 
practically establishing polygamy. 

This threatens to become a live issue 
in New York State. Mrs. Mary M. Lilly, 
Assemblywoman, representing the Sev- 
enth Manhattan District, has introduced a 
bill in the State Legislature to define the 
rights of illegitimate children which pro- 
vides that a child born out of wedlock 
shall be entitled to the name of the fa- 
ther, to care and support by the father 
and to participate in the estate of the 
father dying intestate to the same extent 
as a legitimate child. 

Such a law would give the mother the 
status of a concubine in a Turkish harem. 
Sultans of Turkey and Emperors of 
China and other Eastern countries have 
been sons of slaves or concubines, and 
they inherited the throne by right of 
birth. Orientals are as proud of the 
children of their concubines as of those 
of their legal wives. Man is by nature a 
polygamus animal, according to Herbert 
Spencer and other high authorities, and 
he will readily recognize the rights of his 
children when they are entitled to bear 
his name. Such a law would make men 
more cautious in their relations with the 
other sex. In Moslem countries, where 
it is the law of the land, prostitution is 
practically unknown except in cities con- 
taining a large Christian population. 

Such a law is not likely to pass in the 
near future because it would create a 
revolution in the relationship of the 
sexes. The injustice now inflicted on il- 
legitimate children is undeniable, but 
American wives will oppose additions to 
the recognized families of their husbands 
without their prior knowledge and con- 
sent. 


America’s Responsibility. 
From the Springfield (Mass.) Republican. 

HE United States has been gradually 

worked into a position in which it will 
be impossible to defend it against the 
charge of imperilling the future peace of 
the world, in case the league of nations 
is defeated by our Senate. The scheme 
had its origin here, in a group of men 
chiefly affiliated with the Republican 
party, and the President championed it 
only after a considerable public agitation 
had taken place in support of it. The 
foreign attitude is that the league is an 
American project which Europe and 
Japan are ready to accept. If, now, it is 
killed by the United States, our country 
will be placed in much the same position 
Germany was by refusing to promote the 
arbitration treaties at The Hague 10 or a 
cozen years ago. If another great war 
breaks out under such conditions, Amer- 
ica’s responsibility will not be minimized 
by the none too friendly critics of this 
country abroad. Of one thing we may 
be sure—no Puropean or Asiatic Govern- 
ment will assume the risk of defeating, 
openly at least, the league of nations. Its 
enemies abroad intend to unload the in- 
ternational odium of such an act upon 
the United States Senate.

Ballinger, Taft's Secretary of the 
Fiterior, to prevent the breaking 
down of the Roosevelt conservation 
policies. At that time, it will be re- 
called, Ballinger sought to patent 
the famous Cunningham claims in 
Alaska.

“Congress was hostile to the 
Roosevelt leasing plan and refused 
to pass the necessary legislation. 
Then began our long fight +o save 
our water power sites, our coal, oil 
and gas lands from passing into the 
uncontrolled power of private own- 
ership. Since Roosevelt left office 
we have had a continual struggle to 
keep the old-liners in Congress from 
giving away the public lands. 

Status of Legislation. 

“Last year the House passed a leas- 
ing bill, while the Senate passed a 
patenting bill. The conferees appoint- 
ed to reconcile the differences be- 
tween the two branches have 
brought in a report that, while it 
still contains the House leasing pro- 
visions, makes patenting desirable 
and leasing undesirable.

NEW YORK, Feb. 24. —The Evening 
Post, in its copy righted financial re- 
view today, says: 

“Today’s stock market was strong 
but irregular, with gains of 2 to 5 
points in a number of issues, includ- 
ing rubber, motor, tobacco and oil 
stocks, and with far more moderate 
advances elsewhere. Railroad stocks, 
however, which seldon are sélected 
for a mere speculative demonstration, 
went higher during the day, giving 
to the whole market a more substan- 
tial appearance than it would other- 
wise have had. 

“That the rise in industrials should 
have been checked and diverted to 
& relatively few issues, was not sur- 
prsing. There was the double in- 
fluence of cashing-in of profits by 
those who had bought lowed down 
and the reluctance of the general 
public to speculate largely unti) it 
was more sure of its ground. To- 
ward the closing a somewhat heavier 
tone developed, espcally in United 
States Steel, but on the whole the 
earlier gains were well sustained. 
Money rates were slightly below the 
6 per cent level,

“The Belgian franc, however, in 
which transactions were only recent- 
ly resumed, fetches slightly less than 
17% cents in American money, while 
the Italian lire is worth about 15% 
cents, 

“The restricted character of 
exchange market, as well as the un- 
usual course of our foreign trade, 
leave the question open as to what 
the international rates will rea'', 
Show when we have progressed fur. 
ther toward normal condition. 

“Foreign financial circles, whica 
had been worried over the possibility 
that the United States might demand 
speedy payment of the $8,000,000,000 
advanced by the Treasury to the al- 
lies, may not be wholly reassured by 
the provisions in the new bond bill 
just reported to Congress for the ma- 
turity of these obligations. Sums 
advanced out of the proceeds of the 
first Liberty Loan are to be repaid 
not later than June 15, 1947, while 
advances provided from later loans, 
and yet to be provided, fall due not 
later than Oct. 15, 1938. Our own 
bonds of the second loan mature i 
1942; those of the third, in 1928, and 
those of the fourth fn 1938. 

“In all but the third loan, however, 
the bonds may be redeemed at the 
Government’s option at an earlier 
date. Should the Treasury decide to 
exercise this privilege, we § should 
naturally ask for repayment from our 
Européan allies at the same time. The 
administration of our own national 
debt obviously required that this lat- 
itude in regard to _ foreign assets 
should be left to the Treasury.

SMALL RECEIPTS FAVOR 
BUYERS IN CORN MART 


Small primary receipts over the 
two-days’ holiday gave corn futures 
a firm trend in the early market here 
today, and prices averaged about ic 
over the previous close. Trade alsv 


was influenced by prospects of wet 
weather over the crop belt, although 
this should prove beneficial to grow- 
ing wheat. Uncertainty as to main- 
tenance of hog prices at $17.50 in 
March, made for some realizing on 
the strong spots. 

Oats futures were firm with corn 
in Chicago, but the market here was 
neglected in the early session. Re- 
ceipts were very light. 

Corn receipts here for 2 days were 
203,000 bu. against 627,000 bu for 3 
days last year. Shipments, 44,000 
bu. again 264,000 bu. Oats re- 
ceipts, 238,000 bu. against 576,000 bu. 
and shipments 105,000 bu. against 
301,000 bu, Wheat receipts, 79,000 
bu. against 92,000. Shipments 112,- 
000 bu. against 72,000 bu. 

Corn futures were form to I%e 
in the late session, on ad- 
verse strike reports from Argentina. 
The closing was nead the top level 
of the day. Oats closed firm to a 
sharp fraction higher. 

A message from New York says 
Argentine shippers were diverting 
tonnage from Buenos Ayres to ports 
of La Plata, Rosario and Sannicolas, 
where normal conditions preva't. 
Grain is being shipped by rail from 
Buenos Ayres and steamers loaded 
at these ports in six days. 

Broomhall’s cabled that Argentine 
shipments remain small, due to unset- 
tled conditions in that country. (Cton- 
tinental demand for oats keeps ac- 
tive and fair amounts are heing ab- 
sorbed. 

Country corn advices over Sunday 
were small. From al} parts of the 
belt, come reports of bad roads. 
Eastern demand ig disappointing and 
almost no sales reported. Outside 
markets are reporting an equally poor 
demand and as Chicago is the high 
market, there are offerings of corn 
to arrive from them. Oats advices 
are slim. Demand poor and even the 
light receipts are hard to dispose of. 

Broomhall’s cabled that an active 
demand for corn is in evidence, but 
offerings very limited and the situa- 
tion retains a firm undertone. Ar- 
rivals into the United Kingdom have 
been negligible. Conditions in the 
United States present little change 
Moderate quantities of corn have been 
clearing from South Africa with the 
United Kingdom as their destination. 
holders offer’ willingly, 
but foreign buyers do not appear ac- 
tive owing to the unfavorable ship- 
ping situation. 

The domestic visible of wheat de- 
creased 4,988,000 bu; corn increased 
321,000 bu; oats decreased 
bu.
